Emily Grant of Patagonia did contact me on May 4, regarding the filming of trail runners on 
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GSENM. I passed it to Jabe as a film permit proposal, and believe that he spoke with them 
via phone on May 5. See attached correspondence 

I also just spoke with Kris Waggoner, of Partners, and Paul Hendricks, of Patagonia, inquiring 
about this group run. They both affirmed the following: 

• there is no solicitation of money or other remuneration in exchange for participation 

• this is no duty of care for participants, and no risk waiver/liability release to be 
signed 

• there is no paid public advertising (the SRP handbook is a little vague on this, but is 
clear that website postings alone do not constitute paid public advertising) 

• this is not a competitive event 

• they anticipate 6-10 people running down the Escalante River corridor between 
Escalante and the Highway 12 bridge 

• if more than 12 persons attended, they planned to break into separate groups and 
travel independently 

These activities appear to be following the "common adventure" model. Based on their 
description, I don't see an immediate requirement for a commercial or organized group SRP. 

However, if necessary GSEP's SRP does authorize "public outreach programs along the 
Escalante River Gorge."

Pre-season payment and certificate of insurance must be received by 
January 31,2018 to receive authorization for next year. Please send a list of specified trip dates. 
You can also make minor operating plan amendment requests at that time. 

Payment of additional user fees, as determined by the post use report, will be due within 30 days 
ol'thc billing date, unless prior approval for an extension is obtained. All payments for use of 
BLM land should be submitted to the GSENM Headquarters, administer of the permit. All 
checks should be made payable to DOI-BLM. 
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Operation of this permit shall comply with all federal, state and local laws; ordinances, 
regulations; orders, postings or written requirements applicable to the area or operated covered 
by the Special Recreation Permit. In addition to these general terms, this permit is subject to 
additional stipulations set by the BLM Utah and GSENM.
